Mr. Harriman was a member of the Board of

Mr. Harriman was a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Western.Union Telegraph Company, 

New York, New York, from the late 1930* s to the early 
1940*s. 

From 1920 to 1931 he was Chairman of the 
Board of W. A. Harriman and Company, New York, New York, 

He was a partner. Brown Brothers Harriman and Company, 

New York, New York, from 1931 to 1946, and has been a 
limited partner with that company since 1946, 

He is Chairman of the Board of Directors, 

Merchant Sterling Corporation, New York, New York. This 
company was formerly known as the Merchant Shipbuilding 
Corporation, New York, New York. This company is presently 
a holding company for investment purposes and is owned by 
Mr. Harriman and his brother, Mr, E, Roland Harriman. 

Mr. Harriman served as a Commissioner on the 
Palisades interstate Park Commission, New York, New York, 
from 1915 to 1954 and from 1958 to the present. 

From January, 1934, to May, 1934, he was 
employed as Administrator and Special Assistant to the 
Administrator by the National Recovery Administration, 
Washington, D. C. From November, 1934, to June, 1935, 
he was employed as an Administrative Officer by the 
National Recovery Administration, Washington, P. C. 

From June, 1940, to March, 1941, he was 
employed as a Special Advisor, Office of Production 
Management, the Advisory Commission to the Council of 
National Defense, Washington, 0, C. 

In August, 1941, Mr, Harriman was appointed 
Special Representative of the President of the United 
States in Task of Facilitating and Expediting Material 
Aid to the British Empire, 
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William Averell Harriman 


Mr. Harriman has indicated he was employed 
as a Special Representative of the President of the 
United States with the rank of Ambassador in both 
Great Britain and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
(IJ.S.3.R.) during 1941* In February, 1942, he was 
appointed a Representative in London, England, on the 
Combined Adjustment Board, and in July, 1942, he was 
appointed a member of the London Combined Production 
and Resources Board, Norecords concerning these 
employments could be located. 

From October, 1943, to April, 1946, he was 
employed as the United States Ambassador, American Embassy, 
Department of State, Moscow, U.3.S.R. He was transferred 
in April, 1946, as the United States Ambassador, American 
Embassy at London, England. He resigned this position 
in October* 1946. 

Mr. Harriman was appointed the Secretary of 
Commerce, Department of Commerce* Washington* D. C., 
in October, 1946. He resigned this position in April* 1948. 

He has been a member of the Business Advisory Council, 
Department of Commerce, since 1943. 

He was employed as the United States Special 
Representative in Europe, Economic Cooperation Administration, 
Paris, France, from April, 1948, to June, 1950. 

He was employed as the Special Assistant to 
the President, Executive Office of the President, 

Washington, D. C,, from July, 1950, to October, 1951. 

He was employed as the Director, Mutual 
Security Agency, Washington, D. C., from October, 

1951, to January, 1953. 

to. Harriman was the Governor of the State 
of New York from 1954 to 1958.

Mr. Harriman is married to the former 
Marie Norton Whitney and resides with her at 1800 Foxhall 
Road, Northwest, Washington, D. C. 

Mr* Harriman was divorced from his first wife, 
Mrs. Kitty Lanier Lawrence Harriman, in 1929 at Paris, 
France, on the grounds’of incompatibility* She has been 
deceased since 1934. 


RESULTS OF INVESTIGATIONS 

The following individuals were interviewed during 
the current investigation: 

Charles Bohien, Special Assistant to the 
Secretary, Department of State, Washington, D. C., 
advised he has known Mr* Harriman since 1943 when they 
were assigned to the American Embassy at Moscow, U.S.S.R. 

He stated that he had very close contact with Mar. Harriman 
at that time. He said he also served with Mr. Harriman 
at the Economic Cooperation Administration at Paris, France, 
for several years. Mr. Bohien described Mr. Harriman 
as being a person of high ideals and a man who exhibits 
fine moral character and personal habits. He stated 
Mar. Harriman is a 11 great statesman” whose loyalty to the 
United States is absolutely unquestionable. He commented 
favorably concerning his character, associates and 
reputation* He highly recommended him for a position with 
the Government. 

Dean Acheson, former Secretary of State, 
Washington, D. C., advised he has known Mr. Harriman both 
socially and officially for the past fifty-six years, He 
said he has known him since they were enrolled in school 
together in 1905 and that he also attended Yale University 
with Mr. Harriman. Mur. Acheson described Mr. Harriman as 
being unquestionably loyal to the United States and a man 
of outstanding character, reputation and associates. He 
recommended Mr. Harriman for a position of trust and con¬ 
fidence with the Government, Mr. Acheson also advised that 
Mr. Harriman*s wife is a person of excellent character, 
associates and reputation. 
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William Averell Harriman 


A. Bland Calder, Carmel, California, advised that 
he is a member of the opposite political party and not in 
agreement with Mr. Harriman politically, Mr. Calder said 
that in early 1943 he was assigned as First Secretary in the 
American Embassy at Moscow, U.S.S.R,, and that later in the 
year fir. Harriman was assigned there as the Ambassador, 
fir. Calder said that during his period of association with 
Mr. Harriman from 1943 until early 1945, he was "diametrically 
opposed" to fir. Harriman*s policies and in fact, felt that 
Mr. Harriman failed to set out a policy in dealing with the 
U.S.S.R. 

Mr. Calder stated that in 1944 he learned that 
President Roosevelt was working on a plan to loan $10,000,000,000 
to the U.S.S.R, at the end of World War II to restore 
industrial plants, fir. Calder advised that as economic 
advisor to the United States, he had gathered information 
relative to the U.S.S.R.*s industrial plants and had 
determined that the U.S.S.R. had not actually lost her plants, 
but had moved them to Siberia prior to the invasion of the 
German Armed Forces. 

Mr. Calder advised that shortly thereafter he 
toured the U.S.S.R. with fir. Eric Johnston, who at that time 
was the head of the United States Chamber of Commerce. At 
the conclusion of the trip, and at Mr. Johnston 1 s request, 
fir. Calder advised Mr. Johnston of his views concerning the 
industrial plants of the U.S.S.R. ?4r. Calder told fir. Johnston 
that based on his studies and observations, the United 
States and the U.S.S.R. would never in his opinion be on a 
friendly basis because the U.S.S.R. was determined to 
dominate the world. He said that any post-war loan of the 
size suggested would only result in the U.S.S.R.*$ building 
her "war machine." Mr. Calder stated that at the conclusion 
of his discussion with Mr* Johnston he advised fir. Johnston 
that "If you recommend this loan for the U.S.S.R. I shall 
consider you a traitor to your country." Mr. Calder stated 
that on the day following his discussion with Mr. Johnston, 
in approximately July, 1944, he told Mr. Harriman of his 
discussion with Mr. Johnston and of his recommendations. He 
said this caused an "extremely explosive argument" in which 
fir. Harriman became "quite violent," and in which 
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William Averell Harriman 


Mr. Harriman accused fir. Calder of discussing "U.S.S.R. + 
American policy” when actually Mr. Calder knew nothing about 
it. Mr, Calder said that during the next seven months that 
he remained in the U.S.S.R. Mr. Harriman "ignored” him and 
circumvented the Office of the First Secretary. 

Mr. Calder said it is his personal opinion that 
Mr. Harriman* "following the dictates of President Roosevelt*” 
has failed to recognize the "communist threat” in his 
representation of the United States. Mr, Calder added that 
it is his ‘'personal opinion” that fir, Harriman, within the 
next several months, will be one of the first to recommend 
the admission of the Peoples Republic of China to the United 
Nations and subsequent recognition by the United States. 

Mr. Calder advised he does not question Mr, Harriman*s 
loyalty to the United States but, that due to Mr. Harriman*s 
"misconceptions” of the intentions of the U.S.S.R,, he 
feels that fir. Harriman "could not possibly represent the 
United States to the best interests of our country." 

Mr. Calder stated he has had no direct contact with 
Mr. Harriman since February, 1945. 

Eric Johnston, President, Motion Picture 
Association, Washington, D, C.* advised he has known 
Mr. Harriman since 1943 on both a professional and social 
basis. He considers Mr. Harriman to be one of his close 
personal friends. He said he first met him when he, 

Mr, Johnston, was President of the United States Chamber of ° 
Commerce and Mr. Harriman was the Ambassador to the U.S.S.R. 

He stated since that time he has had close personal contact 
with him. He described Mr. Harriman as a person of excellent 
character, reputation and associates. He stated his loyalty 
is above question and he would recommend him for a position 
with the Government. 

Thomas K, Finletter, Ambassador, North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, Department of State, advised he has 
known Mr. Harriman both socially and officially since 1941* 
Ambassador Finletter advised he considers Mr, Harriman to 
bo "outstanding in every respect." He said that Mr* Barriman's 
loyalty to the United States is unquestionable and commented 
favorably concerning his character, reputation and associates. 
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He recommended Mr. Harriman fora position of trust with 
the Government and commented that he is an extremely 
dedicated, conscientious, sincere and discreet public 
official. He commented favorably concerning the character, 
associates and reputation of Mr* Harriman * s wife*

Robert A. Lovett, brown Brothers Harriman and 
Company* New York, New York, advised he has known Mr. Harriman 
for fifty-five years. He said their relationship has been 
both social and professional, and that they have both been 
members of the same firm. He said he knows almost all of the 
members of Mr. Harriman 1 s family and that they all have enjoyed 
an excellent reputation with one possible exception. He 
said that Elizabeth Harriman, the daughter of Hr. E. Roland 
Harriman, has had the reputation of being a "heavy drinker*" 

He said that Elizabeth Harriman has been married three 
times and is presently residing at Brattleboro, Vermont, with 
her current husband* He said he does not know her husband's 
full name but his last name is Bliss* Mr. Lovett said that 
in his opinion Elizabeth Harriman has had little to occupy 
her time and therefore resorted to drinking. He said that 
since she is now married and has children he believes her 
time is well occupied and he has no information as to any 
excessive current drinking on her part. 

Mr. Lovett stated that Mr. Harriman was divorced 
by his first wife, Kitty Lanier Lawrence, in 1929 in Paris, 
France. He said that the divorce was based on incompati¬ 
bility and it did not reflect unfavorably on the character 
or moral conduct of either party. He said that Mr. Harriman 
and his first wife had remained friends up to the time of 
her death. 
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Mr. Lovett commented favorably concerning 
ir* Harriman's character, associates and reputation* He 
said he is loyal to the United States and highly recommended 
him for a position with the Government* 


Dr. Isadora tubin, Rutgers University, New Brunswide. 
New Jersey, advised he has known Mr, Harriman since 1933 
and has maintained a close personal and professional acquaint¬ 
ance with him since that time. Dr* Lubin stated he considers 
Mr. Harriman to be an outstandingly capable arid dedicated 
person of the highest moral character and associates. He said 
he is loyal to the United States and recommended him for a 
position of trust and confidence with the Government. 

Dr* Lubin stated he knows that Mr. Harriman advocates caution 
and alertness in dealing with the leaders of the U.3.S.R., 
and considers them to be a tremendous threat to the free 
world and to be basically unscrupulous and untrustworthy.

Dr. Lubin stated that in addition to being a 
brilliant man, fir. Harriman expends long hours each day on 
any task he undertakes. Dr. Lubin advised that Mr. Harriman 
is well qualified to serve the United States, 


Forty-six other persons, consisting of 
associates, acquaintances, former professional associates 
and former supervisors, were interviewed and advised that 
Mr. Harriman is a loyal American citizen whose character, 
reputation and associates are above question. They recommended 
him for a position of trust and confidence.

On pages seventy and seventy-one there is a list of 
Officers and Directors of the American ** Russian Chamber 
of Commerce. Among these names is that of one W. A. Harriman 
not further identified. 

According to the records of the New York 
County Clerk, the Aratorg Trading Corporation 
is a New York corporation formed in 1924. 

It has acted since then as a buying and 
selling agency in the United States for 1 the 
Soviet Governments Since 1949 it has been 
registered with the Department of Justice 
under the provisions of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act. 

The September 18, 1959, edition of M The New 
York Times'* contained an article that states that a 
reception was given by Mr. Harriman on September 17, 1959, 
in New York, New York, in honor of Soviet Premier , 
tiikita S. Khrushchev who was visiting the United States. 
Soviet Ambassador to the United States,,Mikhail A. Menshikov, 
was also a guest at this reception. 

Issue Number 27 dated July, 1959, of the 
"New Times,” a weekly magazine published at Moscow, U.5.3.R., 
in nine languages, contains a copy of the following letter 
from Mr. Harriman to the editors and readers of the 
”New Times ."! 

"Best wishes to the editors and readers 
of the * New Time s . ♦ I recall when your 
publication was launched in 1943 while I 
was United States Ambassador, and since 
it was published in English, as well as 
Russian, I was able to read it more readily 
than others, for which X was grateful.

The September 5, 1942# edition of the "Daily 
Worker," a former east fcoast communist dally newspaper

This article reads in part as follows; 

"W. Averell Harriman, Personal Representative 
of President Roosevelt at the recent 
Churchill - Stalin talks, will make his 
first public report of the Moscow Conference 
at a Russian War Relief dinner. 

"The dinner to bo held Wednesday, September 9* 
at the Hotel Commodoro will launch the fall 
campaign of the relief organization. The 
campaign plans to complete the organization*s 
1942 quota Of $6,000,000. 

"Leaders of Government, industry and 
labor will be among more than 1,000 
guests expected to hear Harriman."

A confidential informant^ who has furnished 
reliable information in the past* advised in December, 1945, 
that a meeting of the Russian War Relief was held at 
Madison Square Garden at New York# New York* on December 18, 
1945, According to the informant a telegram from 
Mr. w, a* Harriman, the American Ambassador to the U.S.S.R,* 
congratulating the Russian War Relief meeting and wishing 
it success was read at the meeting, ^Yy^) 

On February 28, 1942, Benjamin Mandel, 

Director of Research, Committee on 
Un-American Activities* Washington* D, C,» 
advised that the Russian War Relief 
was a communist-controlled front organization. 

He advised it was organized at a rally 
held on July 2* 1941, at New York City* 
which was sponsored by the American Council 
on Soviet Relations* 

The American Council on Soviet Relations 
subsequently became the National Council 
of American-Soviet Friendship, 

The American Council on Soviet Relations 
and the National Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship have been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450. 

The April 12, 1954, edition of the "Daily 
Worker" contained an article captioned "Averell Harriman 
Hits Political Witchhunt," This article reads in part 
as follows: 
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William Averell Harriman 



"Averoil Harriman scored politically 
motivated witchhunts last night. lie 
addressed the Upper New York State 
Council of 8*nai B'rlth. Harriman declared 
that the nation was being weakened by 
excesses of our investigating committees, 
fantastic charges of treason against our 
most honored statesman, the obscene spectacle 
of distorted denunciation, the hysterical 
fear of Communist subversion, the erosion 
of civil liberties, the daily affront 
to human dignity, 

"Harriman, former Director of the Mutual 
Security Agency, who has been named as a 
possible Democratic candidate for Governor, 
named no committee or person in his 
witchhunt charge.” 

The September 24, 1946, edition of the "Daily 
Worker” described Mr. Harriman as being "bitterly anti- 
Soviet” and pointed out that during the United Nations 
conference in the Spring of 1945 he tried his best to 
make the parley into an anti-Soviet demonstration. According 
to the "Daily Worker*" Harriman was the one who fed the 
press the "get tough with Russia” line. 

The October 4, 1947, issue of "Pravda," the 
official newspaper of the U.S.S.fU, contained an article 
which criticized a speech made by Mr. Harriman before the 
Chamber of Commerce in Seattle, Washington, on August 18, 
1947. According to this article, Mr. Harriman said that the 
U.3.S.R. is a "danger for general peace” and that the 
United States must struggle "against Soviet expansion."

The January 13, 1956, issue of "Counterattack, 11 
a publication, contains an article that states that a recent 
issue of "The Hew York Times” announced a benefit performance 
for the play, "Ho Time For Sergeante," for "the scholarship 
fund for the Little Red Schoolhouse, the well-known model 
school for children of all backgrounds...The article 
continued by listing several distinguished persons serving 
as patrons and patronesses of the fund-raising benefit* 
According to "Counterattack" the name of ?*ars* W, Averjkll 
Harriman, wife of the Governor of Hew York, was included 
among the persons listed. 

Records of the Hew York State Department 
of Education, Albany, Hew York, disclose 
that the Little Red Schoolhouse, Hew York* 

Hew York, was granted a provisional charter 
to operate as an educational institution on 
November 17* 1932, by the New York State 
Board of Regents and was granted an absolute 
charter on May 20, 1938. 

In May, 1953, a confidential informant, who 
has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised that the Little Red Schoolhouse, 
while not actually controlled by the Communist 
Party, was* however, controlled by the influence 
of the instructors and parents, the majority 
of whom were Communist Party members. \jgQCll) 

In October, 1956, and in October, 1959, other 
confidential informants who were familiar with certain 
phases of Communist Party activities in the Hew York City 
area advised they knew of no affiliation between the 
Communist Party and the Little Red Schoolhouse* 
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On March 9, 1946, a confidential source*who has 
furnished reliable information inthe past, advised that 
Mr* Harriman made a talk at the Union Club, Hew York, 

Kew York, in which he stated that the U.S.S.R* would not 
allow herself to become involved in a major war in the 
immediate future by reason of the fact that she was not 
industrially equipped to do so* Be stated* however* that the 
U.S.S.R. was getting stronger daily, and that from his 
personal observations while in the-U.S.S.R* as the United States 
Ambassador he believed that the U.S.S.R, was definitely an 
aggressive nation and would engage the United States in war 
five years from that time if the United States allowed 
herself to become weak* He said that the only way a war with 
the U.S.5.R. could be avoided was for the United States to 
immediately adopt a non-appeasement policy which the United 
States could back up vdth military strength# 

The September IT, 1956, issue of the 5, Uew York 
Herald Tribune,” a Hew York, New York, daily newspaper, sets 
forth that United States Senator Carl ?. Curtis, Republican 
from Nebraska, announced he would make a formal request for 
a full investigation of charges that 11 huge sums” were spent 
in the futile attempt to get the Democratic Party Presidential 
nomination for Mr* Harriman. 

Carl T. Curtis, United States Senator from 
Nebraska, interviewed at 'Washington, D. c., advised that, 
during the national convention of the Democratic Party in 1956, 
one or two of the delegates whom he does not now recall# 
had indicated that Mr* Harriman had Offered to pay their 
hotel-room expenses while at the convention. He stated 
that no investigation of this matter was ever conducted 
and that he did not look into it further. He advised he 
has known Mr. Harriman on an official basis for many years, 
fie commented favorably concerning his character, associates 
and reputation, and said that ho is loyal to the United 
States,*'- 

James II. Dviffy, Chief Counsel, Subcommittee on 
Privileges and Elections, United States Senate Rules and 
Administration Committea, advised that the jurisdiction of 
this subcommittee pertains only to general and special

Assistant to the Secretary, 
United States Department of State,^advised SA EDWARD C. PALMER 
on February 9, 1961, that he has known Mr. HARRIMAN since 1943 
when they were assigned to Moscow, Russia, and when the appointee 
was Ambassador there. He stated that he had very close contact 
|with the appointee at this time for several years. He stated 
fthat later he served with Mr. HARRIMAN when the appointee 
headed the "Marshall Plan" in Paris, France. Mr. BOHLEN 
described HARRIMAN as being a person of high ideals and a man 
that exhibits fine moral character and personal habits. He 
stated in his opinion the appointee is a "great statesman" 
whose loyalty to the United States is absolutely unquestionable. 

He stated the appointee has many fine associates of high caliber. 
He stated his family background is excellent and that he knows 
of nothing whatsoever of an unfavorable nature concerning the 
appointee which would prohibit his appointment to a position 
of great responsibility and trust.

He mentioned that he and the appointee 
had later attended Yale University together and have been close 
friends for years.

and professionally off and on since serving directly under him 
at Moscow from 1944-46, : when the appointee was serving as the 
American Ambassador to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. . 
Mr. DAVIS stated that he had hot the slightest doubt concerning 
appointee's loyalty to his country, and added that his character, 
associations and reputation were above reproach. He recommended 
the appointee for a position of trust ,and confidence with the 
government, remarking that he was a competent, experienced, 
conscientious and reliable ;individual. Mr. DAVIS was unable to 
furnish any information concerning appointee's relatives. 

On February 13,. 1961, Ambassador DON C..:BLISS, Director 
of Evaluations, Office of the Inspector General and Comptroller, 
for Mutual Security, Office of the Under Secretary, Department of 
State, advised SA SPEICHER' that he has known the appointee off 
and on since serving with him in London, England, during 1941-43. 
He mentioned that he had later, served directly under the appointee 
from April, 1946, to October,'1946, in London, when the appointee 
came there as the American Ambassador from Moscow, where he had 
been serving.

He explained that 
the appointee was serving in London in 1941 for the Department 
of State, and he had been serving at the Department in Washington, 
D. C., working in the same field. He Lmeritioned that he had 
later served with the Economic Cooperation Administration in 
London while the appointee was serving with the same agency in 
Paris in the late 1940’s, and then saw the appointee often in 
Washington, D. C., during the period from about 1950-53 while 
the appointee was serving on the White House Staff while 
FINLETTER was Secretary of the Air Force. Mr. FINLETTER reported 
that he considered the appointee to be "outstanding in every 
respect.” He stated that appointee's loyalty to his country was 
unquestionable, and his character, reputation and associations 
were impeccable. He recommended the appointee for a government 
position of trust, commenting that he was an extremely dedicated, 
conscientious, sincere, discreet and effective public servant. 

Mr. FINLETTER mentioned that appointee's wife was a person of a 
similarly high type. He was unable to furnish additional infor¬ 
mation concerning appointee's relatives. 

On February 15, 1961, Mr. LINCOLN GORDON, Consultant 
to the Under Secretary and member of the Latin American Task 
Force, Department of State, advised SA SPEICHER that he has known 
the appointee socially and officially since about 1946 or 1947 when 
appointee was Secretary of Commerce. He mentioned that he had 
been working at the Department of State on preparations for the 
Marshall Plan and worked closely with the appointee during 1947 
and 1948. Later, according to Mr. GORDON, he had served under the 
appointee in the Economic Cooperation Administration at Paris, 
France, during 1949-50, and on the White House Staff during 
1950-52. He indicated that he had known the appointee very 
closely during the period from 1947-52, and has known him rather 
casually from 1952 to the present time. Mr. GORDON advised that 
he considered the appointee to be "one of the great statesmen of 
our time" and a man of .unquestionable loyalty to his country. He 
stated that appointee’s character, associations and reputation 
were beyond question, and he recommended him "without hesitation" 
for a position of trust and confidence with the government. Mr. 
GORDON remarked that appointee’s wife was a person of the highest 
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type. He advised that he could furnish no informationVonperning 
appointee’s relatives. 

On February 14, 1961, Mr. WALDEMAR J. GALLMAN, 3312 
Woodley Road, N.W., retired State Department employee and

L. LEE he arrived in England during 19*2 and first met the 
appointee who was already in England in connection with the Lend 
Lease Program. He stated that they resided near each::other and 
frequently ate dinner together during this period. He stated 
this was during World War II and that the appointee’s family was 
not with him. He stated he saw a great deal of the appointee for 
about two years at which time Mr. HARRIMAN was appointed 
Ambassador to Russia. He related the appointee was subsequently 
appointed Ambassador to Great Britain and that he served as his 
deputy there for several months in 19^6.

He stated since 
that time he has had close personal contact with him and that he 
has in the past stayed at his home. He described Mr. HARRIMAN 
as a person of excellent character, reputation and associates. 

He stated that he would classify Mr. HARRIMAN as being "excellent" 
in every respect.

On February 7, 1961, Mrs. JEAN ROBB, Personnel Officer,

On February 13. 1961. 1 I Special 

Assistant to the Deputy Director, International Cooperation 
Administration, advised SA PAUL F. DOUGHERTY that she was 
acquainted with the appointee while he was in charge of the 
Economic Cooperation Administration ifl Paris during the period 
194R-50 and also when he was Director of the Mutual Security 
Agency during the period 1951-53. She stated that during her 
association with the appointee nothing of an unfavorable nature 
had ever come to her. attention concerning his character, associates, 
reputation, and loyalty. She stated that as head of the Mutual 
Security Agency he was human, kind and respected by members of 
his staff. She stated that he was an excellent administrator and 
that She would highly recommend him for a position of trust and 
confidence. ' 

Mr. JOHN H. OHLY, Director, Technical Assistance 
Study Group, International Cooperation Administration, advised 
SA DOUGHERTY on February 13, 1961, that as former Special 
Assistant to the Secretary of Defense he met Mr. HARRIMAN officially 
when he was Secretary of Commerce in about 1947 when HARRIMAN 
conferred with the Defense Department in connection with related 
matters. He stated that he also had professional contact later 
when he, OHLY, was Director of the Military Assistance Program 
and HARRIMAN was Special Assistant fo the President. He stated 
that he also had considerable professional association with him 
during the Fall of 1951 when HARRIMAN was Director of the Mutual 
Security Agency and. also later when he was Governor of New York. 

He stated that his most recent association with him was quite close 
both professionally and socially. He stated that he has no 
question concerning the appointee's loyalty, patriotism, integrity, 
or reputation. He highly recommended him for continued employment 
in positions of trust and confidence. 

On February 15, 1961, Dr. D. A. FITZGERALD, Deputy 
Director of Operations, International Cooperation Administration, 
advised SA DOUGHERTY he worked under Mr. HARRIMAN between 1948 
and 1953. He stated that HARRIMAN is one of the "senior citizens" 
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of the United States and one of our outstanding individuals in 
the country. Mr. FITZGERALD stated that Mr. HARRIMAN in 1946 
or 1947 foresaw the numerous problems that the United States 
would have with communist Russia and reported his concern long 
before other people begaracto appreciate what we were heading 
into. He stated that while this country was very friendly on 
an official basis with Russia Mr. HARRIMAN maintained and 
expressed numerous reservations concerning that. He stated that 
Mr. HARRIMAN accomplished great things in the various programs 
of. Mutual Security and aided in setting up defenses against the 
Russians. He stated Mr. HARRIMAN considered them to be an 
eventual overt or covert enemy. D$r.. FITZGERALD stated he had 
no reservations in an unqualified recommendation of Mr. HARRIMAN's 
loyalty, patriotism, character, reputation and associates. 


On February 16,;1961, Mr. W. JOHN KENNEY, Attorney, 

804 Ring Building, advised SA SAUNDERS that he has known Mr. 
HARRIMAN for at least 20 years both professionally and socially. 
He stated that he was a Deputy Director of the Mutual Security 
Agency during the period 1951-53 when HARRIMAN was Director. 

Mr. KENNEY stated that the appointee is "top notch" insofar as 
his character, associates, reputation and loyalty are concerned.
